1/4 of employers 
delinquent with 
payroll taxes 

The deadline for employers to file 
their first quarterly payment of West 
Liberty’s new occupational license (pay- 
roll) tax was Oct. 15. To date, the city 
has collected about $40,000 in revenue 
generated by the one-half percent deduc- 
tion withheld by employers from their 
employees’ wages, according to a 
spokesperson at City Hall. 

The tax is projected to generate about 
$50,000 each quarter. However, the 
spokesperson said, about a fourth of the 
300 or so employers and self-employed 
business owners affected by the tax have 
failed to file their first quarter payments 
and are delinquent. Because of the new- 
ness of the tax and unfamiliarity with 
the filing methods, the city has extended 
the deadline for employers to file the tax 
returns until the 15th of December. 

According to the spokesperson, self- 
employed persons are permitted to pay 
the tax annually and their payments will 
not be due until January. 

Employers who have not filed their 
first quarterly tax payments will receive 
delinquent notices along with filing de- 
tails and an offer by the city to meet with 
them to discuss any problems they may 
have with filing the filing process.

Newly-elected Property Valuation 
Administrator (PVA) Darby Franklin 
took office on Tuesday following a 
swearing-in ceremony officiated by 
County Clerk Randy Williams at the 
County Government Building last Fri- 
day morning.

Though Franklin ran unsuccessfully 
for circuit clerk in 2002, he now replaces 
popular longtime PVA Darrell Bradley, 
who retired from the position on May 
31 after 22 years of service. 

“I want to continue the fantastic job 
Darrell has done,” Franklin said. “My 
goal is to provide the same friendly ser- 
vice and promote community involve- 
ment, as Darrell did. Helping people was 
his first priority, and it will be mine too.” 

Morgan Countians can also expect 
under the Franklin administration to see 
the familiar faces of Bradley’s longtime

Man who fled 
officers charged 
with trafficking 

A Morgan County man arrested Nov. 
1 after fleeing from Operation UNITE 
detectives in Wolfe County has been 
charged with trafficking in a controlled 
substance. State Police arrested Elmore 
Lewis, 53, of West Liberty after confis- 
cating 17 baggies of heroin and a “large 
amount of prescription drugs” during a 
search of his residence on Barnett Ridge 
Road in Morgan County. 

While exercising the search warrant, 
officers also discovered a stolen 4- 
wheeler, a stolen motorcycle, and a sto- 
len firearm. 

Lewis was lodged in the Rowan 
County Detention Center after his arrest 
on Nov. 1, and is now free on bond. 
Lewis posted $25,000 bond on the drug 
trafficking and stolen property charges 
lodged in Morgan County and $10,000 
bond on charges lodged against him in 
Wolfe County, where he was charged 
with wanton endangerment, fleeing and 
evading, and loitering. 

Warrants for Lewis’ arrest were ob- 
tained after he was approached by 
UNITE detectives at a parking area on 
the Mountain Parkway in Wolfe County 
during what they believed was an ille- 
gal drug transaction. A UNITE spokes- 
man said that when the detectives ap- 
proached Lewis’ vehicle and identified 
themselves, he drove off, almost hitting 
one of the officers.

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Year Of Firsts 

The Kentucky football pro- 
gram has enjoyed plenty of firsts 
in the 2007 season. There was the 
first win over a #1 ranked team 
(LSU) since 1964. This season 
also marks the first time the Cats 
have ever been ranked in the 
Bowl Championship Series 
(BCS) poll. Then there was the 
first 6-1 start in 23 years and first 
win over Louisville since 2002. 
And the list goes on and on. 

The Cats will try and notch yet 
another first this weekend in Ath- 
ens, Ga. It has been 30 years since 
UK has beaten the Bulldogs 
down “Between the Hedges.” But 
it also had been three decades 
since the Cats had put together 
back-to-back seven win seasons 
- a streak that ended this year. 

Beating Georgia will certainly 
be a tall order. The Dogs hold a 
#8 national ranking, having won 
eight of 10 games, including a 5- 
2 mark in SEC play. This week, 
both Kentucky Coach Rich 
Brooks and several players 
agreed that Georgia was “the hot- 
test team in the conference.” 
While Kentucky played its best 
football at the beginning of the 
season, the Dogs are playing it 
now. Georgia is favored, as well 
they should be. But so was Lou- 
isville, Arkansas and LSU. 

Both Kentucky and Georgia 
desperately need this game to 
stay in the thick of the SEC race. 
A win turns a very good UK sea- 
son into a great one. A victory 
would also give the Cats a 3-1 
record in conference road games. 
Coming into Saturday’s game, 
UK remains one of only five SEC 
schools ranked in all four college 
football polls (AP, USA Today, 
Harris Interactive and BCS). 

The Kentucky-Georgia game 
can be seen live on WKYT-TV 
Channel 27 Saturday afternoon at 
12:30.

Is Gov. Fletcher Wondering 
“What If?”

As Gov. Ernie Fletcher goes 
about cleaning out his Capitol 
desk over the next few weeks, he 
is bound to ask himself how it is 
possible in only four years, to go 
from a 10 percent victory over an 
opponent with the legendary last 
name Chandler to an 18 percent 
loss to someone whose last state- 
wide campaign was a decade ago 
and it was a losing one. 

There is bound to be the in- 
evitable silent question in 
Fletcher’s mind: 



What if I had called everyone 
in the first day on the job and told 
them we have got a Democrat as 
an attorney general and a Demo- 
crat as state auditor and as trea- 
surer? They are going to be 
watching us for any every mis- 
step we make. So don’t make 
any. 

This town is crawling with 
Democrats, and they will be the 
first to cry foul if we make any 
fouls. So don’t. 



Memorize the statutes cover- 
ing the Merit System. Hang them 
on the wall of every agency per- 
sonnel office. Tell our county 
party chairmen and judge execu- 
tives to sit tight. There is a 12-15 
percent natural turnover in state 
government merit jobs every 
year. In four years, we can fill 
state government with our 
people. In the meantime, we have 
hundreds of non-merit jobs we 
can fill our people and no one can 
say a word about it. 

But I didn’t make that speech, 
and look what happened. 

What if, when Stumbo’s first 
whistleblower came out of the 
woodwork when I was in Japan, 
I had done what my first instinct 
said - get to the bottom of it? 

What if I had called Stumbo 
in the office, looked over all 
those records he had and told him 
we - the two of us - were going 
to set everything straight? I 
should have fire half a dozen of 
the worst idiots, reprimanded that 
many more, and made a speech 
saying we had made honest mis- 
takes and we will learn from 
them in the future. Then I should 
have made them memorize the 
Merit System statutes. 

But I didn’t. What if, as all

“The grant now applies to Mor- 
gan Central, which means that 
several of the former Cannel City 
teachers are now being trained 
for the program, for which the 
school is working to establish 
new goals.” 

East Valley Reading First 
Coach Angie Wagers also up- 
dated the board on student 



Service Providers for Morgan 
County Middle School, which 
did not meet No Child Feft 
Behind’s annual progress goals 
for special populations. 

“This report is in regards to 
MCMS special education stu- 
dents,” Gold said. “There are 
several providers that can assist 
in several different categories, 
some of which are online. These 
services are for any school in the 
district that does not meet NCFB 
goals.” 

Board members authorized 
the superintendent to start the 
surplus sale process for property 
at Wrigley and Cannel City El- 
ementary schools to include the 
buildings and surrounding land. 

“The board hopes to accept 
seal bids for these properties 
soon,” Gold said. “This sale will 
encompass the buildings and 
grounds, as well as old comput- 
ers, desks, furniture, etc. Items 
will be sold at auction to dispose 
of them.” 

The board also voted change 
the district grading scale to coin- 
cide with the Morehead State 
University grading scale due to 
college credit courses available 
at Morgan County High School. 

“MCHS students can take 
dual credits that count toward 



their high school and college di- 
plomas,” Gold said. “Our grad- 
ing scale was somewhat differ- 
ent from that of MSU’s, and we 
wanted scoring to be consistent. 
We hope to have more dual credit 
classes in the future.” 

Members approved the pur- 
chase of two new school buses 
for the 2008-2009 school year. 

“The board purchased these 
buses for $73,715 each,” Gold 
said. “These buses will not be 
used until next year, and our fleet 
is in good shape currently. These 
buses will be a great addition to 
that.” 

Extended day modifications 
were also approved to reflect sal- 
ary schedule changes of five ex- 
tended days for MCMS football 
coaches, and MCMS boys’ and 
girls’ basketball coaches if they 
are certified instructors. 

Before adjournment, the 
board entered into executive ses- 
sion to discuss legal issues and 
property acquisition for the sec- 
ond consolidated elementary 
school north of West Fiberty. No

Hunting season 
requires special 
safety precaution 

WINCHESTER, Ky., Nov. 6, 
- The fall hunting season will 
soon be in full swing throughout 
Kentucky, and many hunters will 
be seeking their game on the 
Daniel Boone National Forest. 
Since the forest is shared among 
multiple users, special safety 
precautions are important during 
this time of year. 

The U.S. Forest Service man- 
ages five wildlife management 
areas on the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest in cooperation with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
These areas provide the perfect 
hunting grounds, but they are 
also enjoyed by hikers, horse- 
back riders and other outdoor 
enthusiasts during hunting sea- 
son. 

“Under Kentucky law, all 
hunters are required to wear 
hunter orange clothing during 
modern gun, muzzle-loading, 
and youth firearm deer season 
and firearm elk season,” said 
Wildlife Biologist Dick Braun 
with the Forest Service in Win- 
chester. “However, I strongly 
recommend that everyone shar- 
ing the woods wear bright orange 
or another neon color from the 
beginning of deer rifle season on 
Nov. 10 through the youth deer 
hunting weekend that concludes 
on Dec. 30. 

“One color to especially avoid 
wearing during deer season is 
white,” said Braun. “A glimpse 
of white clothing by a hunter in 
the forest could be easily mis- 
taken for the tail of a white-tailed 
deer. 

“Don’t forget that your horse 
or dog can also be easily mis- 
taken for an elk or deer. An or- 
ange rump cover on your horse 
and orange collar or shirt for 
your dog is a good investment to 
keep your companion safe.” 

On the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest, hunting is permit- 
ted in the general forest area, as 
long as hunters are outside of 
developed recreation sites and at 
least 150 yards away from lakes, 
roads and trails. 

Hunters should pay close at- 
tention to public vs. private land 
HYPERLINK “http:// 

www.fs.fed.us/r8/boone/ 
aboutus/boundary.shtml” bound- 
aries. The Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest is intermingled with 
state and private land. Topo- 
graphic maps are recommended 
to assist hunters in determining 
boundary line locations.

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Long lost grave stone of slain WW II soldier donated to museum 



Dear Earl, 

It was a pleasure to return to 
my birthplace, Morgan County 
during the Sorghum Festival, and 
have the initial unveiling of my 
new World War II book, Now I 
Know - A War Orphan 's Journey 
of Discovery at the Morgan 
County Historical Museum. I am 
happy to report that my new 
book, a follow-up to I Can Hear 
The Guns Now , was well re- 
ceived. The hospitality of the 
people, that so carefully tend to 
and nurture the museum, was 
again wonderful. If there are 
those that read this and have not 
yet visited the museum located 
in the old jail building behind the 
courthouse... you are missing a 
Morgan County treasure. Selling 
my new book on Saturday turned 
out to be just a secondary part of 
an exceptional day of special 
events. Bishop Benton remi- 
nisced with me about my father 
being his teacher at Cannel City. 
Based on Mr. Benton’s soft-spo- 
ken cheerful stories, he had an 
enjoyable and gratifying school 
experience with my father. After 
that, during the parade, the 
Veteran’s float stopped at the 
Courthouse’s new War Memorial 
to honor those who so unselfishly 
served and sacrificed for our 
country. The veterans on the float 
came to full attention and per- 
formed a solemn Twenty-One 
Gun Salute, followed by the play- 
ing of “Taps.” That ceremony 
was an emotionally moving mo- 
ment for me. Then came Satur- 
day evening... I especially en- 
joyed the awesome Marine Band 
Concert at the Old Mill Park, and 
visiting with you and your wife 
made it even more special. 

I would be remiss if didn’t tell 
you about a very special visitor I 
had on Sunday. Mr. Robert 
Gevedon, carrying a WW II 
Army jacket, walked up and said, 
“I am looking for Tom Ratliff.”. 



I answered with, “That’s me.” He 
proceeded to show me the sleeve 
of that jacket. It was displaying 
the 28 th Infantry Division’s blood 
red Keystone Emblem and then 
he asked, “Do you know what 
that is?” I promptly answered, 
“The Germans called it the 
bloody bucket division.” I knew 
the 28 th Division had fought val- 
iantly in the Huertgen Forest, but 
was almost annihilated by the 
Germans in that horrible battle. 
Then I asked, “Were you there?” 
He said, “Yes, I was there.” Then 
he said, “We need to talk. Is there 
a place where we can sit down?” 
We went inside to the museum’s 
library room; with my cousin, 
Brent Davis, following along to 
hear our conversation. We had a 
(not long enough) poignant talk 
about that “awful green hell” 
known as The Battle of The 
Huertgen Forest in Germany. For 
those that don’t know, a keystone 
is the top, center, locking stone 
in a brick or stone arch. Most 
keystones have a tapered shape 
that resembles a bucket. The 28 th 
Infantry Division, a Pennsylva- 
nia National Guard unit that was 
called up during WW II, was 
known as the Keystone Division. 
Thus the “bloody bucket divi- 
sion.” 

In an earlier letter, you will 
recall that I talked about my 
father’s official military issue 
stone grave marker that came 
with Dad’s remains when they 
were returned for burial in 1949. 
Because it was a small, insignifi- 
cant white stone grave marker, 
Mother said that John Kemplin 
(my brother Fo well’s father) told 
her that Ova Ratliff deserved bet- 
ter than that to mark his grave. 
So, she and John Kemplin went 
to Paintsville and picked out the 
top quality monument that marks 
his grave in the Flatwoods Cem- 
etery at Woodsbend. They felt the 
stone they picked out was com-

mensurate with his stature in the 
community, and a deserving me- 
morial for the sacrifice he made 
for our country. Because Mother 
had purchased that fine grave 
marker for Dad, and didn’t know 
what to do with the one furnished 
by the military. . . she decided to 
bury it. 

In 1949, the man that owned 
the gray house on the corner of 
Broadway and Wheeler Street (in 
West Fiberty) where we rented 
at that time, was having fill dirt 
put in the backyard to bring it to 
the same level as the front yard. 
So Mother decided to place that 
small, white, military, gravestone 
in the backyard and let the fill dirt 
be dumped in on top of it. . . and 
she did. 

Now here is where the story, 
after fifty-eight years, takes a 
strange twist. In a recent e-mail 
from my cousin Brent Davis, of 
Faith Family Practice, he wrote 
this, “I have an interesting story. 
A fellow that used to work with 



Paul stopped by my office last 
week after being told he had 
found something belonging to a 
relative of mine. He was tearing 
down a barn in Caney (below 
Cannel City ) and while doing 
clean up noticed two of the stones 
used to support the barn didn't 
look like they belonged. He 
turned them over and found 
equal halves of your Dad's offi- 
cial military headstone. Needless 
to say, being a Vet, he didn 't leave 
them there. At present they are 
here at my house. My question is 
what do you want me to do with 
them?" 

I told him that I wanted the 
stone, and that I would pick it up 
when I came to the Sorghum Fes- 
tival. Now, the next question 
was... How did it get from under 
that fill dirt in that backyard on 
Broadway to a barn foundation 
at Caney? A possible answer 
could be... the dump truck driver 
that was hauling the fill dirt at 
that time saw the stone grave 



marker laying there and saved it 
from being covered over and then 
used it later in the barn founda- 
tion. Just conjecture on my part. 
The mystery about how the stone 
got moved from Broadway in 
West Fiberty to a barn founda- 
tion at Caney, has not been re- 
solved, but I have the gravestone. 
I would like to publicly thank the 
veteran that saved it from the 
rubble pile of that demolished 
barn. 

I began to think about. . . what 
should I do with that gravestone? 
I decided that the stone is a part 
of Morgan County history and it 
deserves to stay in Morgan 
County, Kentucky. So, before I 
went home, I donated it to the 
Morgan County Historical Mu- 
seum. Tony Adkins said he would 
make a place of honor for Dad’s 
gravestone and frame the news- 
paper article to explain the 
stone’s significance.” Although, 
he said, it would still be nice if 
we could learn the rest of the 



story. 

Should anyone want a signed 
copy of my new book, Now 1 
Know. Brent Davis, of the Faith 
Family Practice on Main Street, 
has several copies at his medical 
office. The new book describes 
my experiences and discoveries 
as I searched for answers to the 
question. . . What really happened 
to my father? Brent also has a few 
signed copies of I Can Hear the 
Guns Now. Both books are also 
available at The Coffee Tree 
Bookstore in the Plaza on Main 
Street in Morehead. 

Earl Kinner, my childhood 
friend, you are a Morgan County 
treasure. Your graciousness, as 
always, in letting the people of 
Morgan County know about my 
new book during the Sorghum 
Festival was greatly appreciated.

Nov. 12— Sympathy is ex- 
tended to those who are bereaved 
and get well wishes to the sick 
and shutins.

USDA’s Natural 
Resources Conservation 
seeking woodland owners 

The Natural Resources Con- 
servation Service (NRCS) is of- 
fering payment incentives for in- 
stallation of conservation prac- 
tices to benefit woodland and 
wildlife land. The Environmen- 
tal Quality Incentives Program 
(EQIP) is available to all Ken- 
tucky property owners that are in- 
terested in conservation of our 
natural resources. Woodland 
owners will be particularly inter- 
ested in the Forest Stand Im- 
provement practice to improve 
the overall quality of their wood- 
lands and promote optimal 
growth. Incentive payments have 
doubled from previous years, 
making this practice very attrac- 
tive to woodland owners that are 
aware of what forest stand im- 
provement can do for their long 
term interests. An evaluation of 
the woodlot will be conducted to 
determine the density of stocking 
and basal area to be removed. Af- 
terward, a trained forester will 
mark the trees to be culled from 
the stand, which can be accom- 
plished by either girdling or 
chemical injection. Other wood- 
land practices available for pay- 
ment incentives are Forest Trails 
and Landings, to stabilize erod- 
ing skid trails and landing areas, 
and Use Exclusion, a fencing 
practice to exclude livestock 
from woodland. Property owners 
also interested in promoting wild- 
life habitat can receive incentive 
payments to install a variety of 
habitat improvement practices: 
Conservation Cover, for conver- 
sion of 5 acre fields or larger to 
wildlife friendly grasses and le- 
gumes; Hedgerow Planting, to 
establish corridors for wildlife 
travel and escape cover; Wildlife 
Watering Facility, to establish 
water sources for wildlife. For

forward to how He will continue 
to move in our lives. The awe- 
some power and presence of God 
was there with us and we thank 
Him! If you ever have the oppor- 
tunity to participate in this expe- 
rience, we highly recommend it!

ORDINANCE 
City Of West Liberty 
Ordinance No. 06062007-01 

An ordinance relating to the impo- 
sition and administration of an occupa- 
tional license requirement, and payment 
of an occupational license tax by persons 
and business entities conducting busi- 
nesses, occupations and professions 
within the City of West Liberty, Ken- 
tucky. 

WHEREAS, the West Liberty City 
Council, desire(s) to comply with the re- 
quirements of KRS 67.750 to 67.790 and 
deems it necessary and desirable that 
certain changes be made to existing or- 
dinances imposing occupational license 
taxes on persons and businesses entities 
conducting businesses, occupations, and 
professions within the City of West Lib- 
erty, so that the assessment and pay- 
ment of Occupational License Taxes can 
be administered more efficiently. 

Now, therefore, be it ordained by 
the City Council, of the City of West Lib- 
erty, Kentucky as follows: 

Ordinance No. 06062007-01 is 
hereby enacted and shall read in full as 
follows: 

{Title 4 (previously reserved) of the 
West Liberty Municipal Code} 

SECTION 

4.01 Definitions

SECTION 4.01 
DEFINITIONS 

For purposes of this chapter, the fol- 
lowing definitions shall apply unless the 
context clearly indicates or requires a 
different meaning. 

"CITY", The City of West Liberty, 
Kentucky. 

ADMINISTRATOR. The City Clerk. 

COMPENSATION. The total gross 
amount of all salaries, wages, commis- 
sions, bonuses, share of net partnership 
receipts or withdrawals, corporate divi- 
dends paid in lieu of salaries or wages 
or any other considerations having mon- 
etary value, which an employee receives 
from his employer for any work done 
or personal services rendered in any 
trade, occupation, or profession within 
the city. 

EMPLOYEE. A natural person, 
whether a resident or non resident of 
the city who performs any task or work 
for another within the city for which the 
natural person is paid a salary, commis- 
sion or other compensation of any kind 
from which is required by federal law 
to be withheld federal income and/or 
other taxes, including partners in part- 
nerships, members of unincorporated 
associations and officers and directors 
of corporations and limited liability com- 
panies and thus paid by any other en- 
tity, commission or other compensation 
a salary, commission or other compen- 
sation from which is required by federal 
law to be withheld federal income and/ 
or other taxes. 

EMPLOYER. Any person, whether or 
not a resident of the city, who employs 
any employee in any trade, occupation, 
business or profession within the city. 

LICENSEE. Any person, required to 
file a return or to pay a license fee un- 
der this chapter. 

LOCAL CIVIC ORGANIZATION. Any 
organization, which is nonprofit and has 
obtained a tax-exempt status from the 
Internal Revenue Service of the United 
States of America which tax-exempt sta- 
tus, is current and whose principal place 
of business is within West Liberty, Ken- 
tucky. 

NET PROFITS. The total gross amount 
of all commissions, bonuses, fees, rents, 
and other money payments of any kind, 
or any consideration having monetary 
value, which any self-employed person 
receives for the performance of any 
trade, occupation, business, profession 
or enterprise including income from 
rental property within the city, less all 
expenses incurred and paid in the pro- 
cess of engaging in the trade, occupa- 
tion, enterprise, business or profession. 

PERSON. Any natural person, firms, 
partnerships, associations (incorporated 
or unincorporated), corporation. Lim- 
ited Liability Company or other legal 
entity. When used in prescribing a pen- 
alty in the form of fine or imprisonment, 
PERSON shall mean and include the in- 
dividual members of a firm partnership 
or association or corporation and the 
officers on any government body or 
agency, or corporation. 

SELF-EMPLOYED PERSON. Any natu- 
ral person, whether a resident or non- 
resident of the city, engaged in any 
trade, occupation, business or profession 
within the city who does not receive a 
salary, wages, commission or other com- 
pensation from which federal law re- 
quires to be withheld federal income 
and/or taxes. 

TEMPORARY or TRANSIENT BUSI- 
NESS. Any business conducted for the 
sale or offer for sale of goods, services, 
wares or merchandise which is carried 
on in any building, structure, motor ve- 
hicle or on real estate in one locality for 
a period of less than six continuous un- 
interrupted months in each year. 

TRADE, OCCUPATION, BUSINESS, and 
PROFESSION. The doing of any kind of 
work, the rendering of any kind of per- 
sonal service or the holding of any kind 
of position or job within the city. 

TRANSIENT MERCHANT. Any person 
who, either in one locality or in travel- 
ing from place to place in the city, of- 
fers for sale or sells goods, services, 
wares, merchandise or commodities of 
any kind, and includes those merchants 
who, for the purpose of carrying on such 
business, hire, lease, use or occupy any 



building, structure, motor vehicle or 
real estate. 

SECTION 4.02 LICENSE FEES; ON 
WHOM IMPOSED. There is hereby lev- 
ied and imposed a license fee upon all 
resident and non-resident, employees 
and self-employed persons engaged in 
any occupation, trade, business, or pro- 
fession, in the City for the privilege of 
engaging in such occupation, trade, 
business or profession, which license fee 
shall be measured by one half a per- 
cent (1/2) of the compensation earned 
by employees, and measured by one 
half a percent (1/2) of the net profits 
of self-employed persons on and after 
July 1, 2007. The following are subject 
to the license fee: 

(A) Salaries, wages, bonuses or in- 
centive payments received by an indi- 
vidual, whether directly or through an 
agent and whether in cash or in prop- 
erty, for services rendered: 

(1 .) As an officer, agent or employee 
or both of an individual, partnership, 
group corporation, joint stock associa- 
tion, joint stock company or other busi- 
ness entity. 

(2) As an agent (as distinguished 
from the proprietor) of a business, 
trade, or profession, 

(3.) As an officer, agent, or em- 
ployee (whether elected, appointed, 
enlisted or commissioned) of a govern- 
mental administration, agency, arm, 
authority, board, body, branch, bureau, 
department, division section, or unit of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, or 
those of any other State or Common- 
wealth. 

(4.) As an officer, agent or employee 
(whether, elected or appointed, en- 
listed, or commissioned) of a govern- 
mental administration, agency, arm, 
authority, board, body, branch, bureau, 
department, division, section or unit of 
the United States Government, or of a 
unit corporation created and owned, or 
controlled by the United States Govern- 
ment or any or its agencies, or those of 
any foreign country of dependency. 

(5.) As an employee working full 
time, over time, part time, as an itiner- 
ant worker or vendor. 

(6.) Other compensation subject to 
the license fee are vacation, holiday 
benefits, or separation pay made to em- 
ployees by an employer. 

(B) In the case of individuals whose 
compensation is earned for SERVICES 
PERFORMED BOTH WITHIN AND WITH- 
OUT THE CITY, they are subject to the 
license fee in that proportion that the 
time spent within the city in perform- 
ing the service bears to their total em- 
ployment time. 

SECTION 4.03 CERTAIN COMPENSA- 
TION AND NET PROFITS EXEMPT. The 
following are not subject to the license 
fee required by this chapter: 

(A) Retirement benefits. Periodic 
payments made to persons after reach- 
ing a specific age or a staged period of 
employment are not subject to the li- 
cense fee. 

(B) Disability and unemployment. 
Disability, sickness and accident ben- 
efits, unemployment compensation and 
other monies received as a result of 
personal injuries or property losses are 
not subject to the license fee. Monies 
paid by an employer or its insurance 
carrier to employees under a disability, 
sickness or accident benefit plan are not 
subject to the license fee. Monies re- 
ceived as a result of personal injuries 
or property losses are not subject to the 
license fee. 

(C) Death benefits. Death benefits 
payable to the beneficiary of an em- 
ployee or to his estate whether payable 
in a single sum or otherwise are not sub- 
ject to the license fee. 

(D) Worker's compensation ben- 
efits. Benefits arising under the 
Worker's Compensation Act as compen- 
sation for disability sustained during 
the course of employment together 
with any amount of damages received 
pursuant to court order or agreement 
on account of such disability are not 
subject to the license fee. 

(E) Employee contributions to Sec- 
tion 401 (K) plans. Employee contribu- 
tion to Section 401 (K) plans are prop- 
erly qualified and approved by the 
United States Internal Revenue Service. 

(F) Compensation and net profits of 
certain vendors and their employees. 
The compensation and net profits 
earned from the sale of merchandise, 
goods, services or entertainment in con- 
junction and as a part of any festival or 
other event sponsored by any local civic 
organization or governmental unit or 
subdivision thereof. 

(G) Compensation paid to certain 
state officials and employees. The com- 
pensation paid to any elected official 
or employee who is paid on or per diem 
basis. 

(H) Compensation and net profits 
exempted by law. Any compensation or 
net profits exempted from a license fee 
by law. 

(I) Tips. Tips or gratuities received 
by an employee from persons other 
than his employer. 

(J) Expenses. Amounts received by 
an employee or self-employed person 
to pay for or as reimbursement for ex- 
penses incurred in the carrying out of 
a trade, occupation, business or profes- 
sion except to the extent that the 
amounts received exceed the actual 
expenses incurred and paid. 

(K) Domestic service. Wages, salaries 
or other compensation received by do- 
mestic service employed in a private 
home. 

SECTION 4.04 

DETERMINATION OF WORK PER- 
FORMED WITHIN CITY 

When compensation or net profits 
are earned as a result of work done or 
services performed both within and 
without the city, the license fee re- 
quired under this chapter shall be com- 
puted by determining the percentage 
of total work performed or services pro- 
vided which was performed or provided 
within the city for the period in ques- 
tion. Records kept in the ordinary 
course of business which are created si- 
multaneously with the service or work 
performed shall be sufficient to perfor- 
mance of work or services within the 
city. 

SECTION 4.05 EMPLOYERS TO WITH- 
HOLD LICENSE FEE AND FILE RETURNS. 

(A) Each employer shall deduct from 
the compensation due an employee the 
amount of the license fee measured by 
the compensation due each employee 
beginning on July 1, 2007. The pay- 
ments required to be made on account 
of such deductions by employers shall 
be made quarterly to the City clerk for 
the quarerly period ending March 31, 
June 30, September 30, and December 
31, on or before the last day of the 
month next following the end of each 
such quarterly period, and each em- 
ployer shall at the same time make a 
quarterly return on a form furnished by 
the City Clerk. The first return shall be 
filed no later than October 1 5, 2007, for 
the months of July, August, and Sep- 
tember. All returns thereafter are due 
on the fifteenth (15th) of the month 
following the close of each quarter 
thereafter. 

(B) During the month of January of 
each year, the employer shall make a 
yearly return to the City Clerk, which 
contains the name and Social Security 
number (or other federal tax identifi- 
cation number) of each employee dur- 
ing the preceding calendar year and 
sets forth the amount of compensation 
paid to each employee during the pre- 
ceding calendar year. It is to set out 



where income was earned if earned in 
different locations by the employee. A 
copy of the individual employee's return 
is to be provided to each employee. 

(C) Any person who hires a person 
to perform work or services within the 
city from whose compensation federal 
income and/or other taxes are not re- 
quired to be withheld, commonly re- 
ferred to as an independent contractor, 
may withhold from that person's com- 
pensation the license fee, pay the li- 
cense fee and include said withholdings 
and payments on the returns required 
by divisions (A) and (B) of this section. 
In the alternative, any person who hires 
a person from whose compensation fed- 
eral income and/or other taxes are not 
required to be withheld shall comply 
with division (E) of this section. 

(D) Each employer who has de- 
ducted the license fee from the compen- 
sation referred to in divisions (A) and/ 
or (C) of this section, shall furnish to the 
employee or other natural person a 
statement showing the amount of sal- 
ary earned and license fee deducted and 
paid by the employer during the pre- 
ceding calendar year on or before the 
last day of January of each year. 

(E) Any person who hires a natural 
person to perform work on services 
within the city from whose compensa- 
tion federal income and/or other taxes 
are not required to be withheld and 
does not withhold license fees from the 
compensation paid such natural person, 
commonly referred to as an indepen- 
dent contractor, shall furnish to the City 
Clerk, on or before April 1 of each year, 
a copy of the United States Internal Rev- 
enue Form Schedule 1099-Misc. (Miscel- 
laneous Income) required by the United 
States Internal Revenue Service to be 
prepared regarding such persons. 

SECTION 4.06 WHEN RETURNS ARE 
TO BE FILED BY EMPLOYEES OR SELF- 
EMPLOYED PERSONS. 

(A) All employers are required to file 
quarterly returns in compliance with 
4.05 of this chapter, however, if a return 
in form and substance satisfactory to the 
City Clerk is not filed by an employer or 
license fees are not paid to the city by 
such employer, the employee for whom 
no return has been filed and no pay- 
ment has been made shall file a return 
with the City Clerk on or before April 
15 of each year, showing in said return 
his compensation subject to license fees 
for a period from July 1, 2007 to Decem- 
ber 31, 2007 of the first year after en- 
actment of this ordinance and from 
January 1, to December 31 of each year 
thereafter, showing his gross receipts 
subject ot license fees during the pre- 
ceding calendar year. Such return may 
be made by completing the original 
copy of the statement furnished him/her 
by his/her employer in accordance with 
4.05 (B) of this chapter. Such statement 
should show all the compensation 
earned by him/her, wherever employed, 
during the period for which such return 
is made. If the employee has not been 
furnished such statement, then he/she 
may use his W-2 form determination of 
compensation upon which the license 
fee is levied and shall furnish a copy of 
said W-2 form to the city attached to 
his/her return. If for any reason all li- 
cense fees of a person subject to the 
provisions of this chapter were not with- 
held by his/her employer from his/her 
compensation, such person shall file a 
return required by this section on a form 
obtained by the City Clerk reflecting the 
amount of the license fee which has 
been deducted by the employer from 
his/her compensation, accounting for 
that amount not previously withheld. In 
addition to the compensation earned by 
him, such return shall show such other 
information as may be required by the 
City Clerk. Each person making a return 
required by this section shall at the time 
of the filing thereof, deliver by hand or 
mail to the City Clerk the amount of the 
license fee due under this chapter pay- 
able to the city; provided, however, that 
any portion of the license fee which has 
been deducted by the employer and 
paid to the city shall be deducted on the 
return and only the balance, if any, shall 
be due and payable at the time of fil- 
ing of said return. The amount of the 
license fee due on the fifteenth (15th) 
day of April, July, October, and January 
in each year as provided herein shall 
bear interest from said due date at the 
rate of 12% per annum plus a penalty 
at the rate of 12% per annum until paid, 
in addition to the penalty imposed un- 
der 4.16 of this chapter to be paid by 
the employer. 

(B) Each self-employed person shall 
file a return with the City Clerk, on or 
before April 15, 2008, showing in said 
return his net profits subject to the li- 
cense fee for the period from July 1, 
2007 to December 31, 2007, and shall 
file a return on or before April 15 of 
each year thereafter, showing in said 
return his net profits subject to license 
fees during the preceding calendar year. 
The self-employed person, may if he so 
desires, file quarterly returns and pay 
the license fee on a quarterly basis for 
the periods and in the manner hereto- 
fore set out for employed persons un- 
der 4.06(A) of this chapter. Each self-em- 
ployed person making a return required 
by this section shall at the time of filing 
thereof, deliver by hand or mail to the 
City Clerk the amount of this license fee 
due under this chapter made payable 
to the city. The amount of the license 
fee in each year as provided herein shall 
bear interest from said due date at the 
rate of 12% per annum plus a penalty 
at the rate of 12% per annum until paid 
and the self-employed person failing to 
pay the same when due shall be liable 
for and pay the penalty imposed under 
4.1 5 of this chapter. 

SECTION 4.07 DUTIES AND INVESTI- 
GATIVE POWERS OF CITY CLERK. 

(A) Duties. It shall be the duty of the 
City Clerk to receive and collect all li- 
cense fees imposed by this chapter; to 
keep records showing the amounts re- 
ceived by him from each employer, em- 
ployee, and self-employed person; and 
to perform investigations as hereinaf- 
ter provided in division (B) of this sec- 
tion in furtherance of collection and re- 
ceipt of the license fee hereby imposed; 
and to otherwise enforce the provisions 
of this chapter. 

(B) Investigative powers. 

(1) The City Clerk, or his designated 
agent, is hereby authorized to examine 
the books, papers, records, documents, 
federal tax returns and state returns of 
any employer or supposed employer or 
any licensee or supposed licensee in or- 
der to determine the accuracy of any 
return made, or if no return was made 
to ascertain the amount of license fee 
due hereunder. Each such employer or 
supposed employer or licensee or sup- 
posed licensee shall provide the City 
Clerk or to his duty authorized agent 
or employee with the means, facilities 
and opportunity forthe making of such 
examination and investigation. 

(2) The City Clerk is hereby autho- 
rized to administer an oath of truthful- 
ness and to examine any person under 
oath concerning any and all matters re- 
lated to any and all information shown, 
or which should have been shown, on a 
return. To this end, he may compel the 
production of books, papers, records, 
documents and federal and state tax 
retuns and may compel the attendance 
of any and all persons at a specified time 
and place on a specified date for the 
purpose of determining the accuracy of 
a return and the accuracy of the amount 
of license fee paid or, if no return was 
filed, what information should have 



been in the return and the amount of 
license fee which should have been paid. 

(3) in order to compel the produc- 
tion of books, papers, records, docu- 
ments, federal or state tax returns for 
the purpose of determining the accuracy 
of a return or where no return has been 
filed, the information which should have 
been set out in a return and the amount 
which should have been paid, the City 
Clerk shall send a letter by certified mail 
to the last known address of the person 
being compelled to produce documents 
demanding that the documents be pro- 
duced on or before a date certain at a 
specified time and place. The records 
shall be certified in writing and under 
oath by the person ordered to produce 
them as the originals of the documents 
or true and accurate of the originals. The 
City Clerk may compel production of 
original documents. 

(4) In order to compel the appear- 
ance of a person to testify under oath 
for the purpose of determining the ac- 
curacy of a return or, where no return 
has been filed, the information which 
should have been filed, the information 
which should have been set out in a re- 
turn and the amount which should have 
been paid, the City Clerk shall send a 
letter by certified mail to the last known 
address of the person being so com- 
pelled requiring him to appear at a 
specified time and place on a specified 
date for the purpose of being examined 
under oath regarding information con- 
tained in a return or information which 
should have been contained in a return. 
Any such person may be required by the 
Clerk to bring with him books, papers, 
records, documents, federal tax returns 
and state tax returns. 

(5) When the City Clerk compels the 
production of books, papers, records, 
documents, federal tax returns and/or 
state tax returns, and/or the presence of 
a person for the purpose of testifying 
under oath, the date that the documents 
are required to be produced and/or the 
person is required to appear and testify 
shall be at least 15 days from the date 
that the certified letter compelling the 
production or appearance is mailed. The 
City Clerk may grant a continuance from 
the originally demanded date of produc- 
tion and/or appearance for good cause 
shown. 

(6) If any person of whom the City 
Clerk has made demand to produce 
documents and/or appear to give testi- 
mony under oath fails to so produce or 
appear when no continuance has been 
granted, the person shall be liable of a 
fine upto $100 per day for each day that 
he or she fails to produce documents or 
appear to testify under oath as de- 
manded, being the day that the produc- 
tion or appearance was ordered and 
each day thereafter until the documents 
have been produced and/or the person 
so required to appear and give testi- 
mony has so appeared and given testi- 
mony under oath. 

(7) All testimony before the City 
Clerk shall be under oath and may be 
recorded by a recording device. Each 
recording shall be retained in the license 
fee records of the city for a period of at 
least two years. The giving of false tes- 
timony by act or omission shall be pun- 
ishable as provided by the criminal stat- 
utes of the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
regarding perjury, false swearing and 
any and all other laws which may apply 
to the particular situation. 

(8) The city may institute an action 
in any court of competent jurisdiction 
to collect the fine herein imposed and 
for injunctive relief to compel produc- 
tion of documents and/or appearance of 
any person for the purpose of giving 
testimony. All costs and attorney fees 
incurred by the city in collecting the fine 
hereinabove imposed and obtaining and 
enforcing injunctive relief shall be recov- 
erable against the person who failed to 
produce documents and/or appear to be 
examined under oath as originally de- 
manded by the City Clerk. 

SECTION 4.08 CONFIDENTIAL INFOR- 
MATION 

(A) All information gained by the 
City Clerk or any other official, agent or 
employee of the city from returns, in- 
vestigations, hearings or in any other 
manner required or authorized by this 
chapter, shall be confidential. None of 
such information shall be imparted by 
the City Clerk to any individual, except 
to those individuals who are officials, 
agents or employees of the city who 
must have access to the information in 
order to perform their duties as officials, 
agents or employees of the city in rela- 
tion to this chapter, or except in accor- 
dance with court order or subpoena or 
as otherwise provided by law. 

(B) No agent or employee of the city 
to whom such information is imparted 
shall impart this information to any 
other person or use the information for 
any purpose other than for the purpose 
of enforcement to this chapter and col- 
lection of the license fee pursuant to this 
chapter. Any person or agent divulging 
or using such information in violation 
of this section shall be subject to the 
penalty provided in 4.16 (B) of this chap- 
ter. Provided, however, the City Clerk 
may disclose to the Secretary of the Rev- 
enue Cabinet of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky or his duly authorized agent 
all such information together with the 
right to inspect any of the books and 
records of the City Clerk provided that 
the Secretary of the Revenue Cabinet of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky grants 
to the City Clerk the reciprocal right to 
obtain information from the files and 
records of the Revenue Cabinet of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky and main- 
tains the privileged character of the 
informtion so funished to him. Provided 
further, that the city may publish statis- 
tics based upon such information in such 
a manner as not to reveal data respect- 
ing the compensation and/or net prof- 
its of any person. 

SECTION 4.09 DISPOSITION OF LI- 
CENSE FEES 

Money derived from license fees 
under the provisions of this chapter shall 
be delivered by hand or mail to the City 
Clerk made payable to the city and shall 
be placed as follows: Ninety percent 
(90%) of the license fee collected to 
general revenue of the city, and Ten 
percent (10%), at the discretion of the 
City Council. 

SECTION 4.10 MINIMUM FEES 

(A) Any self-employed person oper- 
ating a permanent place of business 
shall pay to the City Clerk a license fee, 
in advance, and before that person is 
permitted to engage in the business, 
trade or occupation or profession, $100, 
which shall be credited against the 
amount owing under 4.06(B) of this 
chapter, but the sum of One-Hundred 
Dollars $100 shall be a minimum fee and 
no refund shall be owing to any person 
if their license fee liability for a given 
year as figured under 4.02 and 4.06 of 
this chapter shall be an amount less than 
One-Hundred Dollars $100. 

(B) Any person maintaining a regu- 
lar, permanent place of business in the 
city and who certifies to the City Clerk 
that the conduct of his business, trade, 
profession, occupation, or other form of 
work is only a limited or part-time basis 
shall pay to the City Clerk in advance and 
before that person is allowed to engage 
in such work. Fifty Dollars ($50) which 
shall be credited in the same manner as 
set out hereinabove. 

(C) Any solicitor, peddler or other 
person engaging in any type of transient 
and/or itinerant activity which would 
generally be considered a temporary 
activity shall pay to the City Clerk in ad- 



vance and before that person is allowed 
to engage in the activity, Seventy-Five 
Dollars ($75) which shall be credited in 
the same manner as set out herein- 
above. 

(D) There shall be no prorating of 
this license fee and it shall apply in full 
without exception whether the person 
engages in the business, trade, profes- 
sion, or occupation for a full year or any 
portion thereof. 

SECTION 4.11 PERIODIC WORK IN 
CITY 

In addition to the provisions for 
minimum fees for itinerant activities 
provided in 4.10 of this chapter, any per- 
son not maintaining a regular perma- 
nent place of business in the city shall 
be required to post a cash or corporate 
bond in the amount of $75 to secure fil- 
ing of the returns required hereunder 
and payment of the fees assessed here- 
under. A failure to so file and pay by 
April 15 for the preceding calendar year 
shall constitute a forefeiture of the 
bond upon 10 days written notice 
mailed to whatever address the person 
provided to the city when the bond is 
posted. 

SECTION 4.12 PAYMENT OF 
MINIMUN FEES 

Minimum fees shall be paid on or 
before July 15, 2007 for the year 2007 
and April 1 5 of each year after the en- 
actment of this chapter. 

SECTION 4.13 UNLAWFUL IMPOSI- 
TION OF LICENSE FEE 

This chapter does not and shall not 
be interpreted as imposing or requiring 
an occupational license, for any occu- 
pation, trade, business, or profession 
which the fee is prohibited by law and 
shall not be so interpreted. 

SECTION 4.14 INTEREST AND PEN- 
ALTIES FOR DELINQUENCY 

All license fees imposed by this chap- 
ter which remains unpaid after they 
become due shall bear interest at the 
rate of Twelve percent (1 2%) per annum 
from the date when the same became 
due, and there shall also be charged a 
penalty in the amount of Twelve per- 
cent (12%) per annum of the amount 
of such unpaid license fees. Any person 
or employer who fails or refuses to with- 
hold and/or pay any license fee required 
to be withheld and paid undertheterms 
of 4.05 of this chapter, shall be liable to 
the city for such fees, as well as for the 
interest thereon at the rate of twelve 
percent (12%) per annum and for the 
aforesaid penalty. 

SECTION 4.15 INJUNCTIVE RELIEF; 
PAYMENT OF COURT COSTS AND AT- 
TORNEY FEES 

(A) In the event that a person, em- 
ployer, self-employed person or em- 
ployee fails or refuses for any reason to 
pay when due any fee imposed and re- 
quired to be paid by this chapter, the 
city may file and action in any court of 
competent jurisdiction to recover the li- 
cense fee, interest and penalties due 
and/or for injunctive relief to require 
the person, employer, self-employed 
person or employee to cease and desist 
from operating and conducting the 
trade, occupation, business, or profes- 
sion within the corporate limits of the 
city for which the fee is due until such 
time as the fee, together with all ac- 
crued penalties and interest, have been 
paid in full. 

(B) If the city seeks injunctive or 
other judicial relief in furtherance of 
enforcement of this chapter and/or files 
an action in a court of competent juris- 
diction for the collection of the fee, in- 
terest and/or penalty required by this 
chapter to be paid, then the person, 
employer, self-employed person or em- 
ployee against whom the action is 
brought shall be liable for all court costs 
and attorney fees incurred by the city. 

SECTION 4.16 

OTHER PENALTIES 

(A) Any person or employer who 
shall fail, neglect or refuse to make any 
return required by this chapter, or any 
person who shall fail, neglect or refuse 
to pay the license fee as required by this 
chapter; or any employer who shall fail 
to withhold the license fee or to pay 
over to the city such license fee, penal- 
ties, or interest imposed by this chap- 
ter; or a person or employer who shall 
refuse to permit the City Clerk or his des- 
ignated agent to examine his books, 
records, documents, federal and state 
tax returns and other papers; or who 
shall knowingly make any incomplete, 
false or fraudulent return, or who shall 
attempt to do anything whatever to 
avoid full disclosure of the amount of 
compensation or net profits in order to 
avoid the payment of the whole or any 
part of a license fee shall be guilty of a

misdemeanor and shall, upon convic- 
tion, be subject to a fine or penalty or 
not less than $100 nor more than $500 
or imprisonment, not to exceed 30 days, 
or both, for each offense.

Turkey Time safety can 
prevent costly fires 



Morgan County Emergency 
Management wishes everyone a 
safe and happy Thanksgiving 
Holiday with this safety tips. 

A longtime food favorite in 
the southern United States, the 
delicious deep-fried turkey has 
quickly grown in popularity 
thanks to celebrity chefs such as 
Martha Stewart and Emeril 
Lagasse. While some people 
rave about this tasty creation, 

We’re worried by the increas- 
ing reports of fires related with 
turkey fryer use. Based on UL 
test findings, the fryers used to 
produce those great-tasting birds 
are not worth the risks. And, as 
a result of these tests, 

Here’s why using a deep- 
fryer can be dangerous: 

•Many units easily tip over, 
spilling the hot oil within the 
cooking pot. 

•If the cooking pot is over- 
filled with oil, the oil may spill 
out of the unit when the turkey 
is placed into the cooking pot. 
Oil may hit the burner/flames 
causing a fire to engulf the en- 
tire unit. 

•Partially frozen turkeys 
placed into the fryer can cause a 
spillover effect. This too, may 
result in an extensive fire. 

•With no thermostat controls, 
the units also have the potential 
to overheat the oil to the point 
of combustion. 

•The sides of the cooking pot, 
lid and pot handles get danger- 
ously hot, posing severe burn 
hazards. 

Here are some tips for safer 
use: 

•Turkey fryers should always 
be used outdoors a safe distance 
from buildings and any other 
material that can burn. 

•Never use turkey fryers on 
wooden decks or in garages. 

•Make sure the fryers are used 
on a flat surface to reduce acci- 
dental tipping. 

•Never leave the fryer unat- 
tended. Most units do not have 
thermostat controls. If you don’t 



watch the fryer carefully, the oil 
will continue to heat until it 
catches fire. 

•Never let children or pets 
near the fryer when in use. Even 
after use, never allow children or 
pets near the turkey fryer. The oil 
inside the cooking pot can re- 
main dangerously hot, hours af- 
ter use. 

•To avoid oil spillover, do not 
overfill the fryer. 

•Use well-insulated 

potholders or oven mitts when 
touching pot or lid handles. If 
possible, wear safety goggles to 
protect your eyes from oil splat- 
ter. 

•Make sure the turkey is com- 
pletely thawed and be careful 
with marinades. Oil and water 



don’t mix, and water causes oil 
to spill over, causing a fire or 
even an explosion hazard. 

•The National Turkey Federa- 
tion recommends refrigerator 
thawing and to allow approxi- 
mately 24 hours for every five 
pounds of bird thawed in the re- 
frigerator. 

•Keep an all-purpose fire ex- 
tinguisher nearby. Never use wa- 
ter to extinguish a grease fire. 
Remember to use your best judg- 
ment when attempting to fight a 
fire. If the fire is manageable, use 
an all-purpose fire extinguisher. 
If the fire increases, immediately 
call 9-1-1 for help. 

•Even after use, never allow 
children or pets near the turkey 
fryer. The oil inside the cooking 
pots remains dangerously hot, 
hours after use.

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Beshear pledges to avoid hiring mistakes 
and to promote good will between parties

FRANKFORT — One day af- 
ter defeating incumbent Repub- 
lican Ernie Fletcher by a wide 
margin, Governor-Elect Steve 
Beshear announced he would 
soon start naming appointments 
and members of his transition 
team. 

In his first press conference 
after the election, Beshear, joined 
by his wife, Jane, and Lt. Gover- 
nor-Elect Dan Mongiardo, reiter- 
ated his campaign proposition 
that members of both parties will 
be considered for top-level posi- 
tions. 

Although he will continue to 
using contacts in each of 
Kentucky’s counties to help fill 
some state jobs, Beshear said he 
would be careful to avoid the hir- 
ing missteps that haunted 
Fletcher through most of his ad- 
ministration. 

“We are ready to take this state 
in a new direction,” Beshear said. 
“I will seek out the best people 
for the job despite their party af- 
filiation.” 

Although he expects to have 
most of this cabinet in place by 



the Dec. 11 inauguration, 
Beshear said there may a couple 
of positions still open after he 
assumes his duties as governor. 

Beshear declined to speculate 
on potential candidates for jobs 
or cabinet positions, but contin- 
ued to stress his apparent willing- 
ness to work with members of the 
other party. 

“There is no such thing as a 
Republican idea. There are only 
good ideas,” Beshear said. 
“There are some programs 
started under Gov. Fletcher that 
are working that we will keep.” 

One of Fletcher’s projects that 
Beshear will examine is the “Un- 
bridled Spirit” campaign that is 
designed to increase tourism and 
help brand the state. 

Beshear said the program 
seems to be successful but would 
still like to see if it’s working. 

“We won’t change things just 
for the sake of change,” Beshear 
said. 

The governor-elect met with 
members of the Legislative Re- 
search Commission that includes 
leaders from the Republican-con- 
trolled Senate and Democrat- 
controlled House of Representa- 
tives. 



Beshear said he hopes to start 
building good will between the 
parties. 

Although he doesn’t have a 
defined role yet, Mongiardo will 
have an active and important role 
in the administration, Beshear 
said. 

Beshear said his running 
mate’s experience as a working 
physician and his background as 
a resident of Hazard would make 
him a good candidate for pro- 
grams involving medicine and 
adventure tourism. 

Because Mongiardo is a 
member of the state Senate, a re- 
placement for his soon-to-be va- 
cated seat will be chosen at a spe- 
cial election. 

Mongiardo announced that he 
will resign on inauguration day. 

Mongiardo said although he 
is eager to start working as lieu- 
tenant governor, he will not be 
giving up in practice in Hazard 
and will be seeing patients 
mainly on the weekends. 

Beshear said his wife would 
also play a role in the adminis- 
tration but that role will be de- 
termined later

Agribusiness of Yr. recipient 
has two operations in E. Ky. 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov — 
At first glance, the antique stone 
seed jars on display in Caudill 
Seed Company’s conference 
room suggest that the Louisville 
firm’s focus, as its name indi- 
cates, is all about the business of 
seeds. 

But on the other side of West 
Main Street a second Caudill fa- 
cility houses Whole Alternatives, 
an organic food products com- 
pany that is the firm’s fastest 
growing division. 

“We’re a lot more than a seed 
company,” says CEO Dan 
Caudill. 

And it’s that record of diver- 
sity and growth, plus its ability 
to adapt to changing market 
trends, that has earned for 
Caudill Seed the designation as 
2007 Louisville area 
Agribusiness of the Year. 

The award, given by Greater 
Louisville Inc., was presented to 
Del Thacker, chief operations 
officer of Whole Alternatives, at 
the Nov. 9 Farm-City Luncheon, 
held at the Kentucky Exposition 
Center in Louisville. 

Caudill Seed was established 
in Shelbyville in 1947 by Dan’s 
father Forrest Caudill, who 
moved the business to a Story 
Avenue location in Louisville in 
1959. 

In 1990, Dan and his brother 
Pat took over operation of the 
company from their father and 
ini 998 Caudill moved to its cur- 
rent location on West Main 
Street, between 14th and 15th 
streets. 

The ensuing years have seen 
Caudill Seed expand its core 
business in the agricultural seed 
and sprouting seed divisions, and 
diversify into the organic food 
and health supplement industry, 
where sales are growing at a 
rapid rate. 

Dan Caudill said his father 
taught him the value of branch- 
ing out into new enterprise areas 
at an early age. 

“Dad started out combining 
grass seed on farms and military 
bases around the state and sell- 
ing to farmers in the local area,” 
Dan Caudill said. “But soon he 
began wholesaling seeds, pur- 
chasing seeds from farms in the 
Western U.S., and expanding 
with such products as baler 
twine.” 

After the sons took control of 
the firm, they found another 
niche by buying and selling bean 
and alfalfa seeds to the sprout- 
ing industry, which provides 
salad-style sprouts for process- 
ing and restaurant use. 

From that, the Caudills started 
fabricating the sprouting equip- 
ment, including rotary drums 
that were reconfigured to hold 
the seeds in an ultra-moist envi- 



ronment that produces the 
sprouts. 

When a market began to de- 
velop for “chemical-free” foods, 
the brothers seized on another 
commercial opportunity. Now 
Caudill’s Whole Alternatives is 
the nation’s largest manufacturer 
of certified organic popcorn, 
moving more than 1.6 million 
pounds a year. 

And the organic product mix 
at the huge warehouse reflects 
the global reach of the firm. Op- 
erations manager Todd Compton 
pointed to a pallet of organic 
products ready for shipment that 
included roasted cashews, Turk- 
ish apricots, pineapple dices and 
papaya chunks. 

Compton said one of the chal- 
lenges of processing and market- 
ing organic food products is the 
difficulty of pest control in a 
chemical-free environment, even 
on the warehouse and packing 
house floor. 

To ensure that no insects stray 
into the food containers, the staff 
utilizes two sealed carbon diox- 
ide chambers where the packages 
are placed, then the oxygen with- 
drawn from the chamber and re- 
placed with C02. 

“We’re one of the only or- 
ganic processors in the country 
that has the capability of C02 
treatment of both raw materials 
and finished product,” Compton 
said. “We’re very conscious of 
ensuring no insect contamination 
of our food.” 

Caudill’s growth and product 
diversification have gone hand in 
hand with their facilities expan- 
sion around the nation and the 
world. In addition to the 400,000 
square feet of space in Louis- 
ville, the firm has branch facili- 
ties in Morehead and Allen, Ky., 
a seed processing plant in Gran- 
ite, Oklahoma, and warehouses 
and satellite offices in Massachu- 
setts, Washington, Oregon, Cali- 
fornia, China, British Columbia 
and Ontario. 

Caudill’s work force com- 
bines management personnel 
from a variety of agribusinesses 
and food companies, reflecting 
the rapid growth of the firm in 
recent years. 

The company also employs a 
number of “second-chance” 
workers in its Louisville ware- 
houses, including residents and 
graduates of such rehab and 
treatment programs as The Tal- 
bot House, The Healing Place, 
Dismas and Volunteers of 
America. 

“We do experience a lot of 
turnover because of those hires, 
but it’s part of Caudill’s mission 
that we are committed to giving 
those folks a second chance,” 
Compton said.

Scholars spend five weeks on 
a college campus during he pro- 
gram, which this year was held 
at Bellamarine University in 
Fouisville from June 17 to July 
21, at Morehead State University 
from June 23 to July 27, and at 
Centre College in Danville from 
June 24- July 28. 

Scholars balance a busy aca- 
demic schedule in the sciences, 
mathematics, humanities and the 
arts with a variety of co-curricu- 
lar activities and rich residential 
life. They participated in commu- 
nity improvement projects, semi- 
nars and other activities that were 
often initiated by the students 
themselves.
